2« Prior to June, troops wearing red and Mac'-: service color, were 
Quartered in. the so-called Lower Barracks which consisted of 
5 multi-story buildings and large garages and vns located about 
If Im north of Pribram. About 20 trucks and 2 jeeps were parked 
in the barracks yard, while vehicles having: two wheels in front 
and tracks and suspensions in the rear were seen through the 
open garage doors. The latter vehicles were prime movers for

5* Having been summoned in Ilarch 1951? all members of the 1929 
through 1931 classes in Pribram w are I’eglstered and examined 
for the draft in early April. Practically all of the 1929 
class were classified as* fit for service while only about 
25 percent, primarily craftsmen, of the 1930 and 1931 classes 
were earmarked for induction. Only three students were 
deferred. The first of those draftees registered in Anril, 
among them members of all three classes specified above, 
were inducted as early as June. It was rumored that the 
member s of the 1932 class would also be registered for the 
draft in the summer, together with those members of the 
19?ij and 1929 classes who had previously been classified 
as unfit for active service..

There is a possibility that the gun emplacements and the 
tawed-sleeve targets nay have had no relation.
